Civil Rights Commis-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 
Negro representation in appren- 
ticeship programs conducted by 
labor unions and employers in 
the St. Louis area is virtually 
nonexistent, the United States 
Commission on Civil Rights said 
in a report sent to the White 
House today. Similar discrimina- 
tion was reported in other parts 
of the United States. 

Of a total of 1477 apprentices |_ 
in programs conducted in the St. 
Louis area in 26 crafts, only sev- 
en are Negroes, the report said. 

In addition, 14 business firms 
have industrial apprenticeship 
programs, sever. of them operat- 
ed in conjunction with unions. 
Only one Negro is registered in 
these programs, the commission 
said, 

Of the seven Negroes regis- 
tered in the craft apprenticeship 
programs, six are listed in the 
baking industry and one in the 
machinist trade. 

Highly-Unionized Trades. 

The crafts covered in the com- 
mission’s repor. include most of 
the highly-unionized trades, such 
as bricklayers, carpenters, elec- 
tricians, meatcutters, plasterers, 
plumbers, printers, painte.s. 
sheet metal workers and tool and 
die makers. 

A ¢commissio.. spokesman re- 
fused to disclose the. names of 
the business firms, stating the 
information was obtained in 
many cases witl. the understand- 
ing that answers were confiden- 
tial. 

The commission said its study 
showed that although 14.5 per 
cent of the 2,000,000 residents of 
the St. Louis area are Negroes, 
less than one-half of one per cent 
of the apprentices in programs 
registered with the Federal Bu- 
reau of Apprenticeship are non- 
whites. 

The St. 


Louis study was only 


one chapter of the commission’s 
246-page study which 


went to

These discussions followed re- 
ports of a growing build-up of 
Communist North Viet Namese 
and Pathet Lao forces across the 
border in Laos and the appear- 
ance of  battalion-sized, well- 
armed Communist forces in the 
central plateau area north of 
Saigon, 

Some United States officials 
see this as a warning that the 
war will not long be confined to 
a terrorist operation pitting about 
17,000 Viet Cong _ guerrillas 
against 170,000 South Viet Nam- 
ese troops.

WASHINGTON; Oct. 13 (AP) 
—United States officials said to 
day that Premier Khrushchev’s 
latest package proposal for a 
German settlement failed to ad- 
vance the prospects of East 
West agreement to end the Ber- 
lin crisis. 

In addition, they found noth- 
ing encouraging in the Soviet 
leader's declaration of readiness 
to attend a summit meeting to 
achieve a peaceful solution of 
the A summit confer- 
ence, United States leaders say, 
should come only as the end re- 
sult of lower-level negotiations 
which would assure success at 
the summit 

Moscow radio reported last 
night that Khrushchev had writ- 
ten two letters on current East 
Nest tensions, one to a group of 
Labor party members of the 
British Parliament, the other to 
the chairman of the Japanese 
Council Against Nuclear Tests. 

In both he asserted the willing- 
ness of the Soviet government to 
enter into negotiations with the 
Western powers. In the letter to 
Chairman Kaora Yasui of the 
Council Against Nuclear Tests, 
he declared his readiness to meet 
Western leaders “in order to 
find a way out of the present dif- 
ficult situation.”’ 

Negotiable Points. 

Some of the points of his pro- 
posed Berlin-German settlement 
may be negotiable from the West- 
ern point of view. However, all 
are believed to have been cov- 
ered in recent talks by President 
Kennedy and Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk with Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei A. Gromyko. Mr. 
Kennedy summarized those talks 
this week by saying that they 
failed to provide g basis for ne- 
gotiations. 

It does appear that at present 
the Western policy position in 
responding to the Soviets on spe- 
cific issues is severely handi- 
capped by lack of agreement

Completing $100,000 


Financing Needed 
for Studies. 


A meeting of the executive 
committee of the Bi-State De- 
velopment Agency has been 
scheduled tentatively for Tues- 
day to authorize a contract with 


an engineering firm to appraise | 


the properties of the 15 transit 
companies in this area. 

The decision to call the meet- 
ing followed an announcement by 
Mayor Leonard Davis of Gran- 
ite City that he had received as- 
surances that. the $5000 requested 
by Bi-State as Granite City’s 
share of the appraisal and other 
preliminary costs would be ad- 
vanced by private cources. Mayor 
Davis said the Community Coach 
Co. and two industrial firms had 
agreed to advance the money to 
the city. 

A resolution of intent will be 
presented to the City Council 
Monday night, Davis said. If the 
expected approval is forthcom- 
ing from the council, then Bi- 
State may proceed to draw upon 
the fund as needed. 


Commitments Received. 

Commitments have been re- 
ecived from Alton, East St. Louis 
and Belleville for $5000 each and 
both St. Louis and St. Louis 
county have appropriated $40,000 
each. The Granite City contribu- 
tion will complete the $100,000 
financing required by Bi-State 
to proceed with the appraisal 
and the prelinfinary expenses of 
a revenue bond issue. 


R, E, Smyser Jr., executive 
director of the Bi-State Agency, 
said he had not been officially 
notified by Mayor Davis of the 
prospective availability of the 
Granite City contribution.

American physicians would be 
more successful in their fight 
against socialized medicine if 
they would try to recreate the 
disappearing image of the family 
doctor instead of merely paying 
more dues to their medical asso- 
ciations to wage the battle for 
them, Dr. H..M. Hardwicke, act- 
ing director of the Missouri Di- 
vision of Health, said here today. 


The sociological and techno- 
logical changes in the world to- 
day have wrought revolutionary 
changes in the type and organi- 
zation of medical care, and pa- 
tients too often become face'ess 
numbers instead of individuals, 
he maintained. He addressed the 
closing session of the three-day 
annual convention of the Mis- 
souri Hospital Association meet- 
ing at the Sheraton-Jefferson 
Hotel, 

“The times may have changed, 
but people today have the same 
goals they had 10,000 years ago 
—a chance for dignity, personal 
freedom and a sense of securi- 
y,’’ Dr. Hardwicke said, These 
goals can be achieved in today’s 
complex society only by never 
losing sight of the individual, he 
added. 

Dr. Hardwicke maintained the 
problem of rising medical costs 
will not be solved by more and 
more Government spending. He 
advocated more use of home 
care services and nursing home 
facilities to-relieve overcrowding 
of hospitals. Eighty per cnet of 
hospital patients are there more 
for convenience than out of dire 
necessity, he claimed. 

Earlier, George E. Reed, 
associate director of the WNa- 
tional Catholic Welfare Confer- 
ence, said a new and significant 
pattern in health legislation is 
emerging with more Govern-

ATTORNEY GENERAL ASSAILS 
INCONSISTENT SENTENCING 


HIGHLAND PARK, IIl., Qct. 
\13 (AP)—Attorney General Ro- 
bert F. Kennedy said yesterday 
the inconsistent sentencing of 
persons by federal courts is ‘‘in- 
flaming the (crime) situation in- 
stead of healing.” 

Kennedy, addressing the Joint 
Sentencing Institute of the sixth, 
seventh and eighth judicial cir- 
cuits, said inconsistent sentenc- 
ing ‘“‘must be ranked as one of 
our foremost problems in the ad- 
\ ministration of justice.” 

He cited these examples of 
varying sentences: 

A first offender, convicted of 
bad check charges in the north- 
ern district of Indiana, was sen- 
tenced to 18 years in prison. 
About the same time, a man 
with a sex offense record was 
convicted in the southern dis- 
trict of California of robbing a 
bank of $5000 — ‘‘he was sen- 
tenced to 98 days.”’ 


ADDITIONAL WOMEN TO BE 
TAKEN INTO ARMED FORCES 


NEW YORK, Oct. 13 (AP)— 
Under Secretary of the Army 
Stephen Ailes said yesterday that 
more women. would be taken 
into the armed forces to free 
men for duty in combat units. 

The Communist bloc’s ‘‘for- 
midable advantage in manpow- 
er’’ makes this necessary, he 
told a meeting of the National 
Conference of Women. 

Ailes said enlistments 
Women’s Army Corps rose 
per cent in August over the 
corresponding month in 1960. 
The authorized strength of the 
WAC has since been increased 
by 15 per cent, to 10,000 women.

Better Laws

nation’s Realtors have 
urged to work pyar 
for the improvement of state li- 
censing laws the ‘“‘core te 
backbone”’ of the real est in- 
dustry. 

This call to promote and spon- 
sor legislation for improved li- 
censing laws was sounded by 
Realtor Ralph P. Ripley, Silver 
Spring, Md., in an article in the 
September bulletin of the Na- 
tional Institute of Real Estate 
Brokers, entitled ‘‘Selection and 
Training of Salesmen.”’ 

Ripley, chairman of the License 
Law Committee of the National 
Association of Real _ Estate 
Boards and a member of the 
Maryland Real Estate Commis- 
sion, says that ‘‘real estate li- 
censing laws are the bedrock”’ 
on which the professional status 
of Realtors rests. 

Realtors, Ripley should 
discuss change in. existing laws 
or needed additions to them with 
their state real estate commis- 
sioners,,and help to get 
quired legislation introduced and 
passed. 

Improving licensing laws will 
help enchance the professional 
status of the country’s 70,000 
realtors—members of the Na- 
tional Association of Real Estate 
Boards—Ripley declares. The In- 
stitute is affiliated with NAREB. 

“Realizing that the Realtor is 
helping a family make what will 
probably be the most expensive 
purchase in its lifetime, the laws 
in all 50 states require that ap- 
plicants for licensure shall prove 
their competency to be licensed 
by passing a written examina- 
tion,”’ he writes. 

“This test of competency is 
only one element of public pro- 
tection which licensing laws af- 
ford,” Ripley continues. “In, 23 
states the license laws require 
brokers and salespeople to be 
bonded . . . and there are other 
requirements such as the appli- 
cant’s having a_ satisiactory 
credit standing and being en- 
dorsed by one or more property 
owners and the employing broker, 

‘Many states have a minimum 
age reguirement, a stated dura- 
tion for residence and-or citizen- 
ship, and in some cases an ap- 
prenticeship period as a sales- 
‘man is requi ired before becoming 
a broker,” he points out. 

“One other . requirement 
ceiving increased attention 1S 
that of education. During the 
past few years more and more 
states have had minimum educa- 
tional requirements added to 
their laws.”’ 

Licensing laws govern things 
which a broker or salesman can

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Fire Prevention Cleanup Advised 


NEW YORK (UPI)—Every 15 
seconds a fire breaks out some 
place in the United States; every 
45 minutes fire claims a human 
life, and every day 11 schools 
are destroyed or damaged by 
fire. 


Every year more than 11,000 
persons die in fires. Almost half 
of the fires are in homes. 

Each year throughout the 
country one week is observed 
as Fire Prevention Week (Oct. 
8 to 16 this year) when everyone 
is asked to take stock of his 
knowledge and his practice of 
fire safety; to clear his home of 
fire hazards, Fires, however, are 
not all a matter of carelessness. 
Homeowners can make an added 
contribution to fire safety by 
working for strict local building 
regulations and fire safety codes, 
and by demanding the best in 
fireproof construction in homes 
they buy, and in schools and 
other public buildings. 

Don Proudfoot, a building au- 
thority, said ‘‘too often it is only 
after a tragedy that local build- 
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ing regulations and fire safety 
codes are updgted.”’ 

“Every sectionof the country 
has had some disaster that 
shocks people into beefing up 
their local laws—a school fire in 
Chicago that killed 93 children; 
a nightclub fire in Boston that 
took 498 lices; a hotel fire in 
Atlanta where 121 died,”’ he said, 

There is no such thing as a 
building that could not be dam- 
aged by fire. But it is possible 
to build structures that are high- 
ly fire-resistive, buildings with 
structural members, including 
walls, columns, floor and roof 
construction of non-combustible 
or fire-resistant materials. 

Noting that October is the an- 
niversary for two of the most 
disastrous fires in United States 
history—the fire around Pesh- 
tigo, Wis., that claimed at least 
1152 lives, more than any other 
fire; and the great Chicago fire 
that accurred the same day, tak- 
ing at least 200 lives and causing 
$168,000,000 damage — Proudfoot 
said it is unlikely that whole 
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a 
cities could be so severly dam- 
aged today, short of atomic Cca- 
tastrophe, for vastly improved 
methods of fighting fires are in 
use and fire-safe building mate- 
rials are more generally speci- 
fied in construction. 

New building materials are be- 
ing developed every year that 
help reduce fire hazards in the 
home. For instance, Proudfoot 
mentioned aluminum siding, a 
heavyweight asphalt shingle that 
carries a Class A fire-safe label, 
and gypsum wall board. It 
takes a flame of 1700 degrees 
fahrenheit up to an hour to pene- 
trate an inch of gypsum wall- 
board, he said. 

Citing statistics of the National 
Fire Protection Association 
showing that mare than half of 
all fire casualties are caused by 
fires that occur in homes, Proud- 
foot said, “It is not only an 
obligation but a professional re- 
sponsibility for everyone con- 
nected with buildings and hous- 
ing to be ,eoncerned with fire 
safety.”

Free the Military 

Yourveditorial policy in regard to 
defending the basic right of free 
speech seems to be inconsistent. In 
a recent editorial one finds this 
statement: ‘Senators Thurmond of 
South Carolina and Goldwater of 
Arizona have strongly defended the 
right of military men to express 
their views against Communism. 
The nub of the question is whether 
such activities are appropriate to 
the military; Mr. Fulbright says 
No, and we agree.” 


Military men are generally men 
of good character and integrity. 
Their function is to defend the na- 
tion, not merely to promote or cen- 
sor the particular political policies 
of the administration in power. 
Why isn’t it appropriate for the 
military to inform the citizens about 
the nature of the enemy we face? 
Must we depend upon Presidential 
eloquence alone? 


Is not the central issue freedom 
of speech for the military man? Is 
this right to be abolished by a hand- 
ful of memos? Is the right to dis- 
sent, so deeply rooted in the Amer- 
ican tradition, to be thrown out? 
If military men are to be censored 
now, will .not contrary politicians, 
journalists, and authors be the next 
victims? 

I suspect that the guts of this 
controversy from the Administra- 
tion’s point of view is that the same 
men who dare to speak out against 
Communism are very likely to dis- 
agree with a great number of 
the government’s programs. Thus 
from a political standpoint it would 
be very wise indeed to put out the 
“memo” against such actions. 


I say, let the military men in- 
form the citizens without fear of 
reprisal from the Administration in 
power.

America’s urban dwellers have a consider- 
able stake in the outcome of the Tennessee 
reapportionment case now before the United 
States Supreme Court following reargument. 
Prospects for liberal social advances of the 
type that elicit their greatest support among 
metropolitan voters may be enhanced or re- 
tarded depending upon which way the deci- 
sion goes. 

The case itself is relatively simple, but its 
potential effects are far-reaching. A group 
of Nashville residents has complained through 
the courts that the rural-dominated Tennes- 
see Legislature has ignored a state constitu- 
tional requirement for reapportionment of 
the state senatorial and representative dis- 
tricts every 10 years; no change in fact has 
been. made since 1901. 

As a result, the complainants point out, a 
third of the people of Tennessee from pre- 
dominantly sparsely populated rural counties 
select a two-thirds majority of both houses. 
They charge their voting rights have been 
debased and that they are being denied due 
process and equal protection of the laws as 
guaranteed in the Fourteenth Amendment. 
They want the court to require all legislators 
to run at large until such time as a proper 
reapportionment can be carried out.

The principal legal question at stake is 
whether the Supreme Court has a right or 
duty to rule on what some authorities con- 
sider a political decision reserved to the leg- 
islative btanch. In a 1946 case Justice Frank- 
furter wrote the majority opinion which held 


that ‘courts ought not to enter this political . 


thicket.” The courts do, however, enter 
“political thickets” whenever they undertake 
to protect an individual's constitutional rights 
from encroachment by legislative or execu- 
tive bodies. 

Specifically, the Supreme Court has handed 
down a whole string of civil rights decisions 
in which legislatures or municipal bodies 
were enjoined from violating the individual's 
rights. If the Court can strike down an Ala- 
bama law which gerrymandered the city lim- 
its of Tuskeegee to disfranchise Negroes, why 
can it not strike at the absence of Tennessee 
laws giving voters equal representation in the 
legislature? How the Court answers this 
question will affect voters in many other 
states as well. 

a . 

Rural domination of state legislatures is 
the rule rather than the exception, although 
in Missouri the degree of domination is far 
less than in Tennessee. Since the state law- 
makers create the districts from which Con- 
gressmen are elected, rural dominance makes 
itself felt in the House of Representatives in 
Washington. Many Representatives have no 
obligations at all to city voters, and so the 
House naturally tends to show more concern 
for the needs of farmers than it does for the 
growing problems of the cities. 

Seven out of every 10 Americans now live 
in metropolitan areas, and the ratio is rising 
daily. Urban dwellers generally have similar 
needs regardless of the region of the country 
in which they live. St. Louis and Nashville 
have slum problems, transit problems, needs 
for urban redevelopment. A rural-oriented 
Tennessee Legislature that cheats Nashville 
out of its proper representation in the na- 
tional House of Representatives in effect de- 
prives the urban dweller in St. Louis of an 
ally in Congress. 

It is high time that urban voters enjoyed 
representation in the state legislatures and 
in Congress in reasonably close proportion 
to their numbers. If the Supreme Court de- 
cides that the evidence supports the need for 
change in Tennessee, as indeed we hope it 
does, urban problems may yet enjoy the 
priorities they so clearly deserve. 


Sic Transit Gloria Mundi! 


Defiant eagles, tributes to motherhood, the 
clasped hands of eternal friendship, daggers 
dripping blood, nude models and assorted 
snakes, sailing ships and deathless mottoes, 
all in glorious color, may no longer be painted 
with a tattoo needle in New York. The rea- 
son is that since mid-1959 30 cases of serum 
hepatitis have been traced to tattooing. So 
the city is closing eight parlors, a significant 
loss to the 6000 to 10,000 persons who annual- 
ly express themselves in an ancient way. 

Under the new ruling, effective Nov. 1, doc- 
tors may continue to use tattooing for medical 
purposes (such as in plasti¢ surgery), and the 
art may be practiced on dogs and race horses. 
But epidermal decoration on humans is out, 
which is quite sad indeed in view of the fact 
tattooing has been practiced for 6000 years. 

A psychiatric study in 1958 suggested that 
the tattooed man is “more of a rebel, has 
more trouble with society and authority, and 
is more likely to have been in jail” than his 
un-tattooed counterpart. If this is true, New 
York’s parlors might go underground. Three 
knocks and a password may henceforth ad- 
mit the sickly youth to a world that will trans- 
form him into a hero with flags flying and 
the Star Spangled Banner playing all over his 
manly chest. But strictly on the sly. 


South Africa’s Stubborn Mood 


South African Foreign Minister Eric Louw 
was censured, 67 to 1, in the United Nations 
General’ Assembly for a speech in which he 
said that other African states were attacking 
his government to divert attention from ap- 
palling conditions in their own countries, and 
that South Africa would make no changes in 
its harsh racist policy. 

This defiant obduracy may even lead to 
South Africa’s withdrawal from the United 
Nations as it led to its withdrawal from the 
British Commonwealth.- That such indignant 
isolationism serves the best interests of any 
nation can be believed only by those goy- 
erned more by emotion than by reason. Yet 
that is the mood of South Africa as it ap- 
proaches its national elections, to be held on 
Wednesday. 

White supremacy in a black country— 
apartheid—has become the touchstone of 
Premier Hendrik Verwoerd’s Nationalist 
party, which is expected to do. even better 
than in 1958, when it won 102 of the 156 
seats at stake. The United Party, supported 
chiefly by white, English-speaking South Af- 
ricans, then won 42 seats. It insists on white 
domination at least for “the foreseeable 
future.” : 

Under the circumstances, the South Afri- 
can election cannot be regarded as simply an 

internal concern. The 47-nation Asian-African 
bloc hardly can remain indifferent when 
members of its races are treated with such 
contempt for the human rights asserted by 


the U.N. Yet the non-whites in the U.N. may 
have set a dangerous precedent in censuring 
a delegate for an expression of opinion, un- 
palatable as that was, This possibility justi- 
fies the 20 abstentions from the vote, includ- 
ing that of the United States. It was properly 
explained, we believe, by Ambassador Adlai 
Stevenson when he said that “while we reject 
the view of the foreign minister of South 
Africa . . . we resolutely support his right 
. . . to state his views.” 

Sadly, neither censure nor courtesy is 
likely to change the South African attitude. 
Its injustice may be realized only through 
bitter experience stemming from its almost 
suicidal lack of wisdom. 


Signatures for a College 

The petition campaign for a metropolitan 
junior college district begins today and de- 
serves the support of everyone in city and 
county. In view of a doubling demand for 
post-high school education in city and county, 
nobody can deny the need for a junior col- 
lege. To this end the Executive Committee of 
40 hopes to have its petitions ready by Nov. 
15, aiming for an area-wide vote in April. 

So far the only serious question raised 
against the effort is whether there should be 
one college district or two. This question was 
answered by the Ferguson-Florissant (R-2) 
advisory council, speaking in the second 
largest school district in the county. “We 
firmly believe,” the council said, “that the 
city and county together could build a better 
junior college program than either could 
separately.” 

Nobody really denies that, either. The lead- 
ing opponent of an area college is Alfred J. 
Fleischer, president of the University City 
School Board. Mr. Fleischer’s basic objection 
to an area college district is that county 
voters would not accept it, and he cites the 
defeat of the Metropolitan Plan for evidence. 

That is inconclusive evidence. Voters who 
objected to the scope of the Metropolitan 
Plan might well accept a plan limited to cre- 
ating a junior college, especially where their 
children’s further education was at stake. 
Certainly city voters accepted the Metropoli- 
tan Sewer District though the county’s need 
for co-operation there was greater than the 
city’s. In assuming defeat for an area college 
district, Mr. Fleischer is inviting defeat. And 
in offering a county college planggs an al- 
ternative, he is risking the defeat of both. 

Under new state legislation, the state would 
pay roughly one third of the cost of educating 
students in a junior college. An area college 
offers both the least expensive and most ef- 
fective way of creating new higher educa- 
tional facilities. City-county co-operation 
would double the tax base available for a 
college, reduce its overhead, concentrate ef- 
forts to obtain a strong faculty and serve all 
the young people. of metropolitan St. Louis. 

Division of effort is not the answer. The 
Committee of 40 must cross 28 school district 
lines to obtain signatures for its petition, but 
the result should be one college district sup- 
ported by all. 


The President on Fanatics 


President Kennedy’s brief address at the 
University of North Carolina emphasizes a 
disturbing fact that some Americans seem 
unprepared to accept. Most of us, the Presi- 
dent said, are destined to live most of our 
lives in “uncertainty, challenge and peril.” 

The President’s address was primarily an 
appeal for intellectual vitality; in effect, he 
defended reason as a form of national de- 
fense. If we can face uncertainty “undeterred 
by fanatics at home or abroad,” Mr. Kennedy 
said, we need be “neither Red nor dead.” But 
what does the President mean by fanatics at 
home? He did not name them. ' He did pro- 
vide a clue in warning against dependence 
on such illusory slogans as “total victory.” 

Here is a coinage by Senator Goldwater, 
now pre-empted by the radical right. The 
fanatics of this variety want the nation to be 
tough without saying how, and to be realistic 
without being realistic themselves, in a world 
where total victory is somewhat less likely 
than total destruction. They preach conserva- 
tism without necessarily conserving the most 
essential individual freedoms, as Edward P. 
Morgan observes in a commentary reprinted 
on this page. They spout patriotism while 
employing divisive tactics. 

Uncertainty often prompts negative think- 
ing, but Americans will have to become ac- 
customed to a world in which they cannot re- 
treat to secure ideological bomb shelters, That 
is the kind of world the President foresees 


and it is the kind of world we have been 
living in. 


As Big as Alaska 

The imposing potential of the proposed 
Rampart Canyon Dam, in Alaska, is under- 
lined by a Federal. Power Commission study 
showing that about 95,300,000 kilowatts of 
hydroelectric power capacity is still available 
for possible development in the United States. 
Rampart Canyon’s capacity would be 4,700,000 
kilowatts, roughly a twentieth of that total, 
In sheer magnitude, the project presents a 
challenge to the imagination, and to the dy- 
namism of a growing nation, in keeping with 
the size and the tremendous undeveloped re- 
sources of Alaska itself. 

It would be the largest hydroelectric devel- 
opment in North America, and the reservoir 
it formed would be larger than Lake Erie—40 
times the size of the present largest man-made 
reservoir in this country, Lake Mead, formed 
by Hoover Dam. Through the use of very 
high voltage transmission lines which are now 
coming into development, the power from 
Rampart’s generators could be delivered over 
a distance of some 400 miles to Anchorage, 
Seward and Juneau, as well as other Alaskan 
cities—about as much electricity as all 17 of 
the Federal projects on the Columbia River 
are now producing. 

What this enormous energy could perform 
in support of an industrialized and expanding 
Alaska can as yet only be conjectured, but 
studies are being made of prospective markets 
at the same time as the Corps of Engineers 
of the United States Army is going ahead 
with drillings to explore the foundation at 
the site. Electricity is being sold at rates as 
high as 15 and 25 cents a kilowatt-hour in 
Alaskan communities, while Rampart power, 
it is estimated, could be delivered at a cost of 
between 2 and 3. mills. High power costs re- 
tard the development of a region, lower power 
costs promote it—and the estimated costs of 
power at Rampart are exceptionally low. Dur- 
ing the decade the project in a canyon of the 
Yukon River will be the key to unlocking the 
resources of the Forty-ninth State. 
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Witch Hunts Revived 


Radical Right, Cloaked in Respectability of Civic Appeal, Creates Dissension and Distrust

The country, it seems to me, is in 
an agony of soul-searching uncertainty. 
The times call for toughness. Talk 
mounts that the United States may be 
forced increasingly to strike out on the 
rough internation>! terrain alone, be- 
cause in disillusionment it finds allies 


unwilling to go beyond narrow Self- — 3 


interest and it finds neutrals unwilling 
or unable to go anywhere. And the 
lone figure of Uncle Sam standing on 
a dark horizon, or 
brink, is inevitably 
accompanied, as if 
for reassurance 
against the trou- 
bling portent of the 
unknown, by heroic 
thoughts of great 
daring deeds. Or, 
in simpler terms, it seems as if the 
suspense is killing us and we long to 
bloody Khrushchev’s nose and get it 
over with. 


This is an understandable but dan- 
gerous posture. The frenzied feelings 
generated by the homecoming football 
game are not necessarily the most re- 
liable support for the reason needed 
to address today, tomorrow and the 
day after. And yet too often that seems 
to be our main emphasis. We Ameri- 
cans, by and large, insist on approach- 
ing our most serious problems as if 
they were athletic contests or the class 
play in which the plot is always the 
good guys against the bad guys. We 
detest tie games and the drama must 
always end happily, or at least the bad 
guys must get their just desserts. 


I have a theory about some of our 
attitudes which is completely unscien- 
tific and could be monumentally wrong 
but it fascinates and worries me. It is 
that, unable to engage the enemy in 
physical combat, we are engaging each 
other, and with mounting passion. 
This, I think, is reflected in the morbid 
multiplication in many parts of the 
country of what are usually called anti- 
Communist seminars, The strategy of

these gatherings is based on the prem- 
ise that Communism’s biggest threat 
to us is not from abroad but from in- 
side the country. 


For months such meetings have been 
churning up sensational headlines in 
San Diego, Seattle, Salt Lake, San An- 
tonio and waypoints, In St. Louis a 
Lion’s Club speaker urged a crash 
drive against Communism, because, “‘if 
we are defeated it will come from in- 
side America.” A week ago the Des 
Moines Register took note—an appro- 
priately sour note—of the announced 
intentions of an Oklahoma preacher to 
found a secret fraternity of a number 
of unnamed groups to co-ordinate anti- 
Communist efforts. 


Subversion is a stock tool of the 
Communists and there is no logical 
reason to think that the U.S.A. is ex- 
empt from their subversive experi- 
ments. But the viciously vigilante as- 
pect of so many of these seminars, 
adorned as they usually are with the 
bemedaled authority of some military 
figure, in or out of the National Guard, 
or, more alarmingly, an officer of the 


services on active duty, is that they 
revive something close to the witch 
hunt cloaked in the respectability of 
civic approval. Under such circum- 
stances the Communists themselves 
could not ask for e more effective tool 
to stoke community dissension and 
distrust than the dogma of suspicions 
of the participants, preponderantly 
from the radical Right. The patriot- 
ism of the participants is not at issue 
but the quality of their intelligence 
and judgment should be. 

I hasten to add that liberals should 
not object to having their intelligence 
and judgment questioned too. Theirs 
is not infallible either. Part of the 
country’s current agony comes, I think, 
from their bitter, slowly dawning reali- 
zation that it is a harsher world than 
they hoped it might be. But. the 
heinous, unforgivable crime of the 
radical Right is to leap on such mis¢ 
judgments as-evidence of disloyalty. 

The times doindeed call for tough- 
ness but for the toughness of reason- 
ing, patient minds which have learned 
by experience, including the experi- 
ence of mistakes, There is no room 
now for the toughness of a bully for 
that is not strength but the miserable 
hide of fear. What we do not need is 
a crash program to fight Communism 
for the first victims of the crash would 
be ourselves. What we do not need to 
fight subversion is a subversive secret 
fraternity whose very inspiration is 
anathema to the constitutional princi- 
ples of an open society. 

I doubt that we as a country are so 
alone as some might fear. It is very 
likely true that in the past we have 
been too worried over what others 
think of us, not realizing enough that 
if we did what we thought was right 
we would earn respect; and the com- 
pany of the respectful is good com- 
pany. It is hard to believe that as the 
world absorbs President Kennedy's 
magnificent statement to the U.N. of 
our decent desires and the dangers to 
their fulfillment, respect won’t grow. 
But it needs to grow from within the 
country too and I suppose that is 
called self-respect. |

Martin Quigley Attributes 
Apathy to Predictability 
of Paper's Stand.

Craftmanship in production of 
the nation's editorial pages is at 
a peak, but the dominant atti- 
tude of well-informed readers 
toward editorials remains one 
of indifference, the National 
Conference of Editorial writers 
was told here today. 

Martin. Quigley, St. Louis au- 
thor and public relations coun- 
selor, participated in a ‘‘Lay- 
men’s Critique of Editorial 
Pages."’ He attributed the lack 
of interest to the predictability 
of a newspaper's stand on issues 
to the unwillingness of editorial 
pages to change from. estab- 
lished positions and to their fail- 
ure to provide a_ stimulating 
forum ‘‘for the best thinking in 
America, which at any given 
time always includes unpopular 
thinking.” 

Also participating in the criti- 
que, before 150 conference mem- 
bers at their annual meeting at 
Hotel Sheraton - Jefferson, 
Dean Thomas H. Eliot the 
Washington University College 
of Liberal Arts and Alexander 
M. Buchan, associate professor 
of English at the university. 

Quigley said a study he made 
of 171 recent editorials in 55 
newspapers showed they were 
generally well-written, readable

Subject matter also 
was well-chosen, he added. 

But, he continued, “‘If we gen- 
tle readers know in advance— 
or think we know in advance— 
what you are going to tell us 
about important issues, you will 
not blame us for taking a peek 
to confirm our guess and then 
turning the page.’’

The day of many newspapers 
and many editorial voices is 
gone, he said. ‘‘The editorial 
voice of the corporation that has 
replaced them is inevitably more 
sonorous, harmonious, respect- 
able, _consistent and _ predict- 
able,”’ he added. 

Buchan told the writers that 
‘the small fraction of readers 
who make.a point of scanning 
the editorial page looks to 
the editorials to show the bit of 
truth and perhaps also the bit of 
falsehood behind the slogan and 
to provide some balanced oOpin- 
ion when hysteria rises.

Wild Rice as Aid 
To Scholarship 


@NE RECENT RAINY NIGHT, Mrs. Charles B. Pod- 
maniczky woke up with a horrible premonition. She wasn’t 
worried about the windows over the sofa in the living room. 
She was worried about the 700 pounds of wild rice in her 
garage. 

“T had visions of a scene 
like something out of ‘The 
Sorcerer’s Apprentice,’”’ 
she said, ‘“‘with the rice 
getting wet and swelling 
and getting bigger and 
bigger until it took over 
the garage.”’ 

Her premonitions proved 
unfounded, fortunately for 
her and for the St. Louis 
Smith College Club’s an- 
nual project, the sale of 
wild rice, which is now 
underway. The day I visit- 
ed the Podmaniczky home 
in University City, a dozen 
eager volunteers were sit- 
ting around tables, assem- 
bling cookbooks and pack- 
aging the wild rice in 1400 
plastic bags. 

They had quite an 
assembly line system worked out, measuring the rice 
in Sounce glasses and checking the measurements 
from time to time with a container which had been 
weighed at the post office. If you recall, a honey 
shipper got into trouble with a mislabeled weight on 
containers and the girls are taking no chances.

At another table, volunteers were assembling a cook- 
book, which Mrs. Fred Wulfing and Mrs. Stephen W. Rule 
had compiled containing 31 pages of recipes for wild rice, 
all the way from the simple boiled variety we like at our 
house (my husband loves it with soy sauce) to 
concoctions. 

Wild rice with mushrooms, 


fancier 


with ham, almonds, shrimp, 
shad roe, artichoke hearts, hazelnuts and chestnuts are in- 
cluded but to my mind, the most la-di-da of all is Wild Rice 
Casserole with Kumquats and Pistachio Nuts. 

The rice will be distributed to those among the 240 Smith 
College Club members who care to sell it and six depots at 
convenient spots throughout the county will have replenishing 
supplies. Mrs. Robert B. Phillips has enlisted the help of 
_jocal duck clubs for the cause, and Smith’s scholarship fund 
will benefit from the sale. According to Mrs. Remsen Behrer, 
scholarship chairman, one out of every three students at 
Smith is aided by some type of scholarship. 


“We feel we should be wearing feather headdresses 
to do this,” said Mrs, William C. Fordyce Jr., presi- 
dent of the club. They had just discovered a typo- 
graphical error on the 2000 postcards being mailed 
out. The postcard states that the rice is “hand packed” 
by Chippewa Indians, It was hand picked by the 
Indians and hand packed by the St. Louis squaws. 


The project was the idea of Mrs. Paul D. Haglin, who 
comes from Minnesota and was familiar with the growing 
of wild rice. Wild rice—actually a type of water grass, 
Zizania Aquatica, if you want to get technical—is protected 
by strict government regulations and only certain Indian 
tribes are permitted to harvest it. 

The Indians take their canoes into the marshes and 
while one paddles, the other bends the stalks over the canoe 
and shakes the ripe grains into the bottom. Only the women 
do this work; the braves stay home and bet on the probable 
Crop. 

The crop each year determines the price. Last year was 
bad but this is a good year for wild rice. However, the Smith 
girls say, it’s going to be a bad year for ducks. Ah well, it’s 
always something.

Speaker Rayburn, Up From Poverty, Has Never Lost papacy for Compassion 


Impressions of Sam Rayburn, 
who served longer than any 
other man as Speaker of the 
United States House of Repre- 
sentatives, are given by two 
Washington newspaper men. 
Rayburn, 79, is suffering from 
cancer.

WASHINGTON, Oct, 13. 

SOME YEARS AGO a young 
reporter who barely knew Speak- 
er of the House Sam Rayburn 
lost his teen-age daughter to 
illness. 

The morning after she died 
the doorbell rang. Answering it, 
he found Rayburn on the porch. 

“IT just came by to see what 
I could do to help,” said the 
Speaker. 

Flustered, the young man 
said: ‘‘I don’t think there is any- 
thing you can do. We're making 
all the arrangements.”’ 

“Well,” said Rayburn, “have 
you had your coffee this morn- 
ing?” 

‘No, we haven't,” replied the 
reporter. “We haven't had 
time.” 

“Well, I can at least make the 


coffee,’’ said Mr. Sam. And he 
did. 

Suddenly, as the second most 
powerful political figure in the 
United States hustled around his 
kitchen, the reporter stopped 
cold in his tracks. 

“Mr. Speaker,” he said, “I 


thought you were supposed to 
be having breakfast at the White 
House this morning.”’ 

“Il was,”’ said Rayburn, ‘“‘but 
I called the President and told 
him I had a friend who was in 
trouble and I couldn't come.” 

On another occasion, this one 
only a few months ago, Rayburn 
was asked how it was possible 
for him to keep track of what 
he said in the dozens of conver- 
sations held with members of 
the House while transacting 
House business. 

Rayburn’s reply: “I remember 
what I say to people and I re- 
member what they say to me 

. I just do. 

“If you tell the truth, you 
never have to remember what 
to say and you never forget 
what you have said.” 

The two anecdotes help to tell 
why Sam Rayburn has been the 


nearest thing to an ‘“‘indispen- 
sable man’’ that Washington can 
have. 


They help to tell why he has 
become the living symbol of the 
House itself, why it has been 
called ‘‘Sam’s House’’—and why 
a deeply disturbed capital won- 
ders whether any man in sight 
can measure up as a successor. 

Rayburn has been his own 
man, nobody else’s: Blunt, 
brusk, scrupulously honest, dedi- 
cated to the job as he has seen 
it. 

On the one hand was his seem- 
ingly endless compassion and 
understanding, particularly to- 
ward newcomers in the House, 
and on the other hand a talent 
for candor and the plain-spoken 
word rare in this town of talk. 

He like: to recall a favorite 
editorial-page cartoon, in two 
panels. 

The first panel shows a new 
congressman living it up at a 
farewell banquet as he leaves 
his district for Washington, vow- 
ing to change the Government. 

The second panel shows. the 
same new congressman after he 
arrives in town, standing about 
a foot high next to the tower- 
ing pillars of the capitol. 

“‘Legistation,” Rayburn once 
said, “should never be de 
signed to hurt anyone. 

“It must. be fair, FAIR!” 

On another occasion he ad- 
vised: “Never be cruel to any 
man.” 

Ana on another he said: 
“The greatest ambition a man 
can have is to be known as a 
just man.” 

As for his candor, many have 
thought it was the well-spring of 
his influence with Presidents and 
others in positions of power. 

In a world in which many but- 
ter up the great and the near- 
great with flattering words they 
like to hear, Rayburn always had 
a reputation for “laying it on the 
line.”’ 

A man of few words, he rare- 
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In a role familiar to millions

ly talked on the telephone more 
than two or three minutes. His 
letters were kept to one page. 
His interviews were cut off after 
10 minutes. 

Rayburn, as Speaker of the 
House, for years held meetings 
with reporters daily before the

noon. He usually allowed five 
minutes. 

On one occasion in the heat of 
a recent session, he allowed the 
reporters to quiet down and 
said: “This is it. Everything 
is the same today as it was yes- 
terday."’ And that was it. 

On another he encountered 
Pearl Mesta, President Tru- 
man’s ambassador to Luxem- 
bourg, who supported Richard 
Nixon last fall. Said Ray- 
burn: 

“I didn’t expect to speak to 
you again, but now I find my- 
self in a position where I 
have to.” 

Last year he was asked why 
Democrats didn’t stop fighting 
among themselves. 

Said Sam: ‘‘We’re Democrats, 
you know. And we can fight 
like hell.” 

Many years ago, when he had 
tough opposition in running for 
a seat in the Texas Legislature, 
a close friend came to him with 
the following story: 

“Sam, I’d like to vote for you 
and work for you. But this man 
running against you is a power 
in my section. I am going to 
run for prosecuting attorney and 
I will need his support. What 
do you advise me to do?” 

Rayburn’s reply: “Go ahead 
and vote for him: I’m going to 
lick him, anyway.”

THE STORY of Sam Rayburn 
is the story of a lonely little boy 
helping grub a living out of 
Texas cottonland and dreaming 
of a future in politics.

ily of 11 children. 


As a boy, Sam Rayburn’s life | 


was one of toil and monotony. 

“When I was a boy,” he once 
said, ‘‘I would sit on a fence on 
Sundays and wish that somebody 
would ride by on a horse—just 
anything to relieve the monot- 
ony.” 

He surprised almost everyone 
by seeking election to the Texas 


House of Representatives at the | 


politically-tender age of 24. 

He won, and became, at the 
age of 29, the youngest Speaker 
in the history of the Texas legis- 
lature. 

In 1912, 
achieved a burning ambition— 
election to the United States 
House of Representatives.

of the Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce committees and to the 
floor leadership of his party.

of William Bankhead of Alabama, 
he won the job. His tenure as 
speaker set a record. 

If Rayburn ever aspired to 
higher public office, he never 
disclosed his aspirations. He 
loved the House. 

He brought to the speakership 
a mixture of “‘the stern guidance 
and loving care’ which he said 
his parents gave to him. Between 
the two courses, he sought 
compromise. 

Rayburn left no doubt about 
who was boss of the House when 
he held the gavel. 

He believed that “‘if you lose 
control for even a split second, 
you are in serious trouble.” 

He never lost control, When 
gavel-tapping failed to produce 


results, gavel-banging did. Ray- 
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burn. broke more gavels than did 
any of his predecessors. 

Presidents addressed him as 
“Mr, Speaker.’’ Without his help, 
they were in trouble on Capitol 
Hill and most of the eight under 
whom he served knew it. He did 
not hesitate to ‘‘tell them off’’ 
in plain English. 

Rayburn brooked no med- 
dling in the affairs of the 
House. To him it was the 
greatest deliberative body in 
the world. He was jealous of 
its powers and prerogatives. 


As speaker, Rayburn was a 
backroom operator. When he 
needed votes, he went after 


them. By personal persuasion, 
cajolery or threats if necessary, 
he frequently snatched victory 
from seeming defeat. 

But he never asked a col- 
league to vote against personal 
conviction. He put loyalty to 
conscience, country and party in 
that order. 

He called himself a Democrat 


- “without any ifs, ands or buts.’’ 


To the chairmanship of three 
Democratic national conventions, 
Rayburn carried the same vigor 
and at times seeming arbitrari- 
ness which marked his rule over 
the House. 

Television will long remember 
the scowls and defiant glares 
with which he nipped convention 
uprisings. He was the boss and 
he left no doubt about it. 

Rayburn enjoyed few things 
more than a good fight. He won 
more than he lost. 

Opponents complained at times 
that he was harsh, arbitrary, 
dictatorial. But in the same 
voice they conceded fairness. 

Rayburn insisted on respect 
for the office of Speaker, if 
not for the man who held the 
office. 

To him the title “Mr. Speak- 
er” was honor and glory 
enough for any man, 

Last June 12, when Rayburn 

doubled Henry Clay’s record of 
almost eight and one-half years 


as Speaker, colleagues poured 
forth tribute to Rayburn, 

Fighting back tears, ‘Mr. 
Speaker’’ acknowledged them 


with these words: 

‘“‘My career is crowned. I have 
achieved everything I ever 
hoped to desire. When I leave 
here I will leave without any 
regrets.”’ 

Less than three months later 
he left at the insistence of his 
doctors.

take maximum precautions -to 
avoid the loss of one or the 
other of these tricks. 

The best line of play is to 
win the club with the king, 
draw as many trumps as nec- 
essary, and next cash the king 
and ace of hearts. Assuming tne 
queen has not fallen, you then 
lead a heart toward the J-4. This 
will establish a heart trick in 
dummy if North has the queen 
or if the hearts are divided 3-3, 
The club loser can‘ then be dis- 
carded on dummy’s fourth heart, 

The advantage of the safety 
play is that it guards agairist 
the doubleton queen with South, 
and furthermore costs nothing if 
South has three or more hearts 
to the queen. 

2. The sure way to make the 
contract is to duck the queen 
of spades. What you should be 
afraid of is that North has the 
A-10-8-7-x of spades and South 
the king of clubs. If you take 
the first spade and finesse in 
clubs, you will go down if this 
is the holding. 

By ducking the queen of spades 
you cover every possibility. If 
North started with four spades, 
you cannot lose the hand; if 
North started with five spades, 
the duck assures the contract 
even though South has the king 
of clubs. All told, by ducking, 
you are sure to make a spade, 
three hearts, two diamonds and 
three clubs.

At the Movies 


The Debauched Life 


FEDERICO FELLINI, the Italian director who gave us 
“La Strada” and “Nights of Cabiria,"”’ has painted a picture 
ef decadence and ennui in the high life of modern Rome that 
Makes it as morally corrupt as during Nero's time, in a 


4p, ‘“‘milliantly executed film, “LA VITA 
DOLCE” (‘‘The Sweet Life,”) now at 
A LOEW’S MID-CITY THEATER, 


The film is shocking in many of its 
scenes, so much so it often leaves a bad 
taste. But it is remarkable in its irony, its 
vivid realism and its vitality as it draws a 
picture of a degenerate society with Hogar- 
thian incisiveness. 

Although it is laid in Rome, Fellini sees it as only one 
instance of a moral enfeeblement everywhere, He wrote, 
“I wanted to put the thermometer to a sick world.” He has 
deliberately fashioned the film into the form of a cinematic 
tabloid newspaper, illustrating seven episodes in tawdry 
splashes, and has made the protagonist a pleasure-seeking 
reporter for a tabloid magazine who makes his living report- 
ing the scandals and gossip of Roman cafe society. 

This character, played with great perception by Marcello 
Mastroianna, goes through encounters with a nymphomaniac 
heiress (Anouk Aimee), a suicide attempt by his emotional 
mistress (Yvonne Furneaux), and an all-night revel with a 
bosomy willful American movie star (Anita Ekberg). This 
opens with her doing a wild dance in a night club set up 
in the vast ruins of the ancient Roman baths of Caracalla, and 
ends when she dunks herself in a fountain at dawn. 

The reporter views the hysterical reaction of a crowd to 
a fraudulent religious “miracle,” and the cheap exploitation 
of it by press and TV. He gazes with jaundiced eyes at 
petty fist fights in fashionable sidewalk cafes, attends a seance 
in an empty castle with some bored and promiscuous mem- 
bers of the aristocracy.

He is confused and wants to revolt, in inner disgust, * 


against this life and finds some hope in an intellectual friend 
of high purpose who seems to have found happiness in his 
great love for his family. Yet the friend goes beserk and 
kills both of his children and himself, leaving the horrified 
journalist bereft of anything to cling to. (The reason for the 
friend’s madness is not fully enough explained; one can only 
guess it was caused by the pressures of modern life.) 


The reporter’s own crumbling character leads him to take 
part in an orgiastic party in a villa attended by bored sophis- 
ticates, celebrities, idle rich, perverts and the like and ending 
in a strip-tease being performed by one woman (Nadia 
Gray) to celebrate the annulment of ber marriage. 


The picture opens on an ironic note of a startling shot of 
a statue of Christ, arms extended, being carried over Rome 
by a helicopter. It ends, after the all-night party, with the 
debauchees straggling to a beach where a monstrous bloated 
dead fish with staring eyes has been hauled ashore—an 
obvious symbol for the life these people lead. A fresh young 
girl with the face of an angel whom Mastroianna had pre- 
viously met, calls to him from an adjoining spit of sand, but 
he cannot hear her. He turns away to his life of emptiness and 
senseless pleasure, an intelligent man who has lost the mean- 
ing of life. 


There is no question that Fellini has raised a strong 
moral indictment here. But like a great many people wishing 
to hammer home a point, he has certainly made his picture 
one-sided, Surely, there are SOME decent, sturdy and sensible 
people in your ken, Signor Fellini. And might not the mes- 
sage of the picture be buried in its sensationalism, so that 
its exploitation will contribute exactly to the moral enfeeble- 
ment which he tries to expose? 


Plush Suffering 


IF YOU REMEMBER the 1932 film version of Fanny 
Hurst’s novel, “BACK STREET,” with Irene Dunne and John 
Boles, the heroine having an affair with a married man found 
her life lonely and drab, and the background was drab. 
I don’t recall the 1941 version with Marga- 
ret Sullavan and Charles Boyer, but in the 
latest remake, now showing at the AMBAS- 
SADOR THEATER, things have certainly 
been hypoed and color splashed on. 

This was produced by Ross Hunter, 
noted for his luxurious touch. Instead of 
a dingy milliner’s shop and a dowdy room 
for the heroine, she (Susan Hayward) becomes a famous 
designer and cavorts in plush fashion salons in New York, 
Rome and Paris, with models wearing the latest creations 
in the backgrounds, and in expensive villas in Rome and 
Paris. Sin and suffering are made glamorous in bright and 
tasteful Eastman color. 


The essence of the story is still there, though. The hero 
(John Gavin), now the heir to a string of big department 
stores, is still noble in intent although illicit in execution. 
He Wants To Do the Right Thing, but his wife (Vera Miles), 
a mean and vengeful alcoholic, won't give him a divorce, 
and there are his two children to consider.. But the wages 
of sin still is death in a few pictures these days, and Gavin 
dies a lingering demise when his wife, in a drunken rage, 
drives their car off a road. 

All three of the principals act this somber drama with 
conviction, the screenplay is generally literate and the whole 
thing has, been skillfully handled by director David Miller. 
But the tragic ending seems more sudsy than powerful. 


Hospital Drama 


THE SCREEN VERSION of Arthur Hailey’s novel, ‘‘The 
Final Diagnosis,” renamed “THE YOUNG DOCTORS,” pro- 
vides an interesting cross-section of the running of a good-sized 
hospital, although it has been somewhat simplified by the 
elimination of some characters and the cut- 
ting out of the climactic typhoid epidemic 
of the book. It is at LOEW’S STATE. 

As it is, though, Joseph’ Hayes’s screen- 
play has Fredric March and Ben Gazzara 
pitted as antagonists in a duel between a 
tired old hospital pathologist who is can- 
tankerous and hasn’t kept up, and a new, 
brilliant and dedicated assistant. The older man’s incomplete 
blood tests for an RH factor in a premature baby result in 
the near-death of the infant. The fight for the child’s life, 
finely acted by Eddie Albert as the obstetrician, is the most 
dramatic scene in a picture in which strong scenes are other- 
wise lacking. 

However, it is a pleasure to wetch such experts as March 
and the smoky-eyed Gazzara work. One climax, softened to 
the point where it is dramatically weak, is the amputation of 
the leg of a pretty young nurse (Ina Balin) and the question 
of whether the young doctor (in this case, Gazzara) will marry 
her in spite of the loss. There’s no kicking around of the 
issue, it’s just resolved with violins playing figuratively in 
the background. Edward Andrews and Aline McMahon are two 
other believable people and Phyllis Love shows much prom- 
tse in all too brief appearance as the mother of the premature 
baby. Dick Clark, the disk jockey, is unimpressive as an 
intern.

AFTER BECOMING the leader 
of the settlement at Darien, Bal- 
boa remained there two years 


| before he learned something of 


| importance. An Indian gave him 
"golden Ornaments, and said: 
| “If you care so much for this 
| yellow stuff, why not go where 
you can find a great deal? Look 
at the mountains over there! 
Beyond those mountains is a 
stretch of water, and beyond 
‘that is a country where you can 
| get all the gold you want.”’ 
Highly excited, Balboa gath- 
ered a small army (containing 
something like 150 Spaniards) 
and headed toward the moun- 


tains. Friendly Indians joined 


them, and served as guides 

Balboa and hig men marched 
across wild country, struggling 
through dense jungles and cross- 
ing mountain streams. Some- 
times the forward progress be- 
tween sunrise and sunset was 
hardly a mile. 


On a November day, 448 years 
ago, the Indian guides told Bal- 
boa that the sea could be seen 
from a peak or short distance 
ahead. Balboa wanted to be the 
first white man to behold that 
sea, and ordered his soldiers to 
wait while he went up alone. 

Gaining the top of the Peak 
of Darien, the Spanish leader 
caught sight of the mighty 
ocean that later was to be called 
the Pacific. He was looking 
southward, and named the body 
of water the South Sea. 

Balboa would have been as- 
tonished if anyone could have 
told him the true size of that 
“sea.” The waters stretched 
thousands of miles southward, 
westward and northward. Two 
hundred twenty one years be- 


fore, a part of the western side 
of the Pacific had been seen by 
Marco Polo, In company with 
father and uncle, Marco had 
sailed from China southward 
around the Malay Peninsula to 
India.
